„It stated among other things that 
vodka was a poison. I was so impressed 
with this, knowing that everybody drank 
vodka, that I asked the first physician I 
met if the statement were true. He said 
yes. 

* At the end of the 808 there came fam- 
ine in Russia, followed by agrarian trou- 
bles. I saw a crowd of peasants demand 
from a local landlord all the grain and 
foodstuffs in his granary. This puzzled 
me; I could not understand how honest 
men were indulging in what seemed to be 
highway robbery. But I noted that every 
man who was taking part in this raid was

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| FIGHT FOURDAYS 


Terrific Battle Being Waged at 
Soldau, Czar Advances at 
Other Points, 


PARIS, Nov. 18.—A dispatch received 
here from Petrograd by the Havas agen- 
cy saya: 

“A terrific battle of unexampled vio- 
lence has been proceeding for four days 
around Soldau. The cannonading has 
been maintained night and day. The Rus- 
sians aré endeavoring at any cost to 


Javenge their check at Soldau, and are 


throwing themselves at the Germans with 
indescribable fury. They have carried 
position after position by assault, in spite 
of the infernal fire of the Germans. 

“The Germans are offering a most 
energetic resistance, and their fighting is 
alternately offensive and defensive. 

In spite of the torrential rains, which 
have turned the ground into a quagmire, 
the Russians are advancing toward the 


interior of Germany.” 


Fighting Decisive Battle. 

A Petrograd. dispatch says: 

„The battle now being fought in the 
northwest corner of Poland may be re- 
garded as possibly the most critical yet 
fought: the Russian campaign, and, 
although little information is obtainable, 
it looks as though the victorious Russian 
advancé has suffered a check, as it is evi- 
dent the German counter attack has com- 
pelled the Rugsiaas to concentrate a con- 
siderable distance to the rear of the line 
reached by their righ flank. 

One of the ablest critics in the Army 
Messenger admits that a new phase of 
the war has opened which is likely to 
have a décisive infiuence on the whole 
campaign. 


Russian War Report. 

PETROGRAD, Nov. 18.—The following 
official communication from general head- 
quarters was issued tonight: 

„Between the Vistula and Warta our 
advance guarde in an engagement with 
the Germans, who took the offensive, feil 
back in the direction of Bzoure. The 
enemy succeeded in gaining a footing in 
the region of Lentchitza (Lenczyca) and 
Orloff, throwing out advance guards in 
the direction of Piontek. 

In East Prussia our troops continue to 
make progress and fighting is going on 
near the Gumbinnen-Angerburg front, 
which the enemy is defending. 

In the trenches which we captured 
near Varsohlaghes the enemy abandoned 
more than 300 dead. 

On the front along the Mazurian lakes 
our .troops reached the wire entangle- 
ments of the enemy’s position and forced 
them. On the front between Czensto- 
chowa and Cracow we have attacked im- 
portant forces of the enemy, detachments 
of which operating at Lodovitse were 
routed. 

“In Galicia we have occupied eucces- 
sively the passes over the Carpathians."’ 


Berlin Claims Victories. 

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—An official war bul- 
letin given out in Berlin today sets forth 
that the operations on the eastern front 
are progressing favorably. The Germa.is 
apparently are using their victory at 
Wloclawek to the greatest advantage. 
The Russian armies defeated near Lipno 
are today probably in the vicinity of 
Plock, and the forces defeated near 
Wiloclawek are now near Kutno and 
Leasashytsa. 

For the continuation of operations, the 
bulletin goes on to say, it will be of the 
greatest importance for the German 
troops from the region of Soldau to make 
further progress against the right wing 
of the main Russian army. 

If the Russians intend to retire behind 
the Vistula such a retreat, considering 
the extremely bad conditions of the roads, 
would be most difficult; consequently the 
Russians probably will prefer to make 
a definite stand when the German and 
Austrian forces attack.

commercial papers, locked up for safe 
keeping by Uncle Sam, they will have be- 
hind them a reserve of 40 per centin gold. 
They state on their face that they are 
an obligation of the United States. 


Backed by $11,500,000,000. 

In addition to tne gold reserve, they 
will be a first lien on the assets of the 
federal reserve banks issuing them, and 
behind the federal reserve banks are 
roundly the 811,500,000 000 resources of 
over 7.500 member banks of the federal 
reserve bank system. There is nothing 
wrong, therefore, about a e reserve 
note. 

These notes will be received by all na- 
tional and members banks and federal 
reserve banks, and for all taxes, customs, 
and other public dues. They ate not a 
legal tender, however, for private debts, 
but neither are gold or silver certificates 
or national banks notes. The federal re- 
serve notes will be redeemed in gold on 
demand at the treasury department of the 
United States at Washington or in gold 
or lawful money at any f reserve 
bank.“ 

The new notes will de issued in denoml- 
nations of $5, $10, $20, $50 and $100. They 
are printed by the treasury department at 
Weshington and chipped to the federal 
reserve banks. When any member bank 
wishes to secure a quantity of the notes 
it must present satisfactory commercial 


paper as a cat aoe to — bod the 
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notes. The federal reserve bank then 
does the rest. 


Another Kind of Money. 


There is another kind of note which the 
federal reserve banks may issue. For 
short they may be called federal reserve 
bank notes, bearing about the same rela- 
tion to the federal reserve banks as na- 
tional bank notes do to national banks, 
Concerning this second kind of note the 
law says: 

„Such notes shall be the obligations of 
the federal reserve bank procuring the 
same and shall be in form prescribed by 
the secretary of the treasury and to the 
same tenor and effect as national bank 
notes now provide by law. They shall be 
issued and redeemed under the same 
terms and conditions as national bank 
notes, except that they shall not be lim- 
ited to the amount of the capital stock of 
the federal reserve bank issuing them.“ 

There is no probability of this second 
kind of bank note being issued except in 
times of money stringency. Thecurrency 
now being taken out has the specific 
title of federal reserve notes.“

Yesterday it was snowing in Belgium. 
It was snowing, not only along the long 
battle trenches but miles north of them 
on the great piles of broken masonry and 
firé-blackened ruins which in July were 
bappy Belgian homes and thriving Bel- 


stores and factories. 


Winter is shutting down, too, in Hast 
Prussia, where, as the photographs pub- 
ifighed yesterday in Tuz Trispune show, 

cities and towns have been destroyed and 
thousands of people have been driven 


-from their homes. 


Cold weather, with bitter winds and 
@riving, icy rain, bas come to the ruined

towns and farmsteads of 
France south of the battle lines. 


Clothing: for Soldiers Only. 


Six million soldiers, hiding in the deep 
and muddy trenches, are suffering from 
But their governments are rush- 


scold. 
ing warm clothing, mittens, mufflers, 
hd boots to their relief. 


With empire hanging on the issue of 


war, the great governments of Europe 
are too busy to devote like attention to 
the women and children. 

On the first day of November the Bel- 
gian relief committee working out of 
Brussels was feeding 8,000,000 desti- 
tute people in the country round about. 
Bach of the women and children in all 
that district was given every morning 
three ounces of flour and a pinch of salt. 
Those were the only supplies available 
fér three weeks. 


Holland Province Hard Pressed. 

In the province of Zeeland, Holland, 
which has a population of 300,000, more 
than 400,000 Belgian refugees are living 
on the bounty of the people, who them- 
selves are in financial distress. 

Since then millions of dollars have 
been subscribed to relief funds in the 
United States, in England, and else- 
where. Ships loaded with food and 
clothing and with tors have been sent 
across the ocean to be distributed. 

Now comes winter. No one can fore- 
nee which way or to what extent the 
great armies will sweep their devastat- 
ing Way across the land. In a week or 
two towns already ruined, into which 
women and children and old mei have 
crept back for refuge, may be swept 
ngain by shells and charging soldiers. 


One in Four Dead or Hurt. 

Already it is reported one-quarter of 
the men in the Belgian army have been 
killed or wounded. Here is one story, 
taken from a foreign paper: 

“IT am 66 years old. Last week my 
osly son was killed in battle. Since the 
war began his wife has died of pneu- 
monia. They leave four children, the 
oldest a boy of 6. I will keep him, but 
I cannot support them all. Our use 
is burned and there is no one left bu@me. 
Now it is almost winter.” 

It is such children as these that no 
Dilan but that of THe TRi sten war or- 
au movement seems calculated to save 
from hanzer, cold, and death. They 
eannot be kept in their native land, be- 
cause their homes have been destroyed, 
und it may be expected that at any time 
another army ‘will sweep back over the 
country. They have no parents and no 
relatives Who are able to care for them. 
They are already lost to their native 
land.

WILL WILSON REPEAT? 

The first two years of any president’s term are 
years of ease. Since the entire lower house of con- 
gress must be elected during the middle of the presi- 
dential incumbency, and since the president’s power 
is so very great in patronage in influence over legis- 
lation, with the party workers as well as with the 
voters at large, congressmen of the president s party 
must follow his commands, and even congressmen of 
opposing political faith do not willingly offend him. 

What is true of the congressmen is also true of 
one-third of the senators. 

Another third of the senators must face reblection 
with the president, and there is but one-third, there- 
fore, of that body which can be sure of surviving 
his first term. 1 

In the first part of his administration he has also 
the enormous prestige of his recent victory, while 
the question of his renomination and election is so 
far off as to be negligible. 

After the congressional election, however, this 
complexion changes. The congressmen’s official lives 
are as long as the president's remaining years. Two- 
thirds of the senators will outlast his first term and 
one-third of the senators will last as long as the 
president if he be reslected. 

The succession is the great question in the politi- 
cal world. His own party harbors many “ pretend- 
ars.“ The enemy is massing for the attack. 

At this stage the odds are against the president. 
He is fighting with a small army against a host of 
foes. If he has developed great personal popularity 
or great political acumen he will secure the prize 
which every first term president considers his right.

FOR AN ARMY INCREASE. 

The retiring chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Wother- 
spoon, in his final report makes the moderate rec- 
ommendation that the regular army be raised to 
205,000 enlisted men and that by a system of re- 
serve there be provided a mobile force of 500,000 
first line troops equipped for a six months’ cam- 
paign. 

THE ‘TRIBUNE emphatically indorses this ree- 

ommendation of one of the best informed and 
most intelligent officers in the service. It represents 
the minimum consistent with our immediate defense 
needs. As we already have pointed out, when 
present plans for the oversea garrisons are fulfilled 
there will be left within the United States proper 
only 14,000 regular soldiers and the national 
guard, the paper strength of which is about 100,- 
000. The actual military efficiency of the latter 
force is, of course, problematical, but because of its 
partial training, its necessary dispersion, and 
other conditions for which the guard is not to be 
blamed, this scattered body of citizen soldiery is of 
extremely slight value as a ready defense against 
efficient attack. 
The naked fact is that this country is virtually 
naked of defense save for the navy, and that navy 
is undermanned, ill balanced as to makeup, lack- 
ing in necessary auxiliaries, and burdened with the 
well-nigh impossible task of defending two long 
seacoasts three thousand miles apart. 

If congress will face this fact, if it will put aside 
buncombe and listen to what experjs will tell it 
about the nature and extent of our unprepared- 
ness for even temporary defense against an ener- 
getic foe, we shall get something started. 


SELF-CENSURE.

If we range ourselves with Roose- 
velt on this question, it is because we believe 
that treaties will never acquire sanctity until na- 
tions are ready to seal them with their blood. 
England may not have beén too scrupulous about 
treaties in the past, but today she stands irrev- 
ocably committed.

Constantine, and for the German envoy 
at Athens.

The Greeks have always borne a bitter 
grudge against the kaiser, since he so 
openly sided with the sublime porte 
| against them on the occasion of their 
war with Turkey, some eighteen years 
ago, when the Ottoman army invading 
Greece was led by German officers, lent by 
the kaiser to the sultan for the purpose, 
the Greek forces being under the orders 
of King Constantine, then crown prince, 

Emperor William also quarreled vio- 
lently with his sister, the queen, when 
in 1891 she abandoned without his permis- 
sion the Lutheran church and became a 
convert to the Orthodox Greek rite, to 
which her husband and children belonged. 
| For several years afterwards she re- 
| frained from any intercourse with him, 
and, although a reconciliation was sub- 
| sequently arranged, neither she nor her 
| husband has ever forgotten their treat- 
ment by the emperor. 


— 

Another royal marriage anniversary 
which has also just been celebrated qui- 
etly by reason of the war has been the 
golden wedding of Prince Gaston of 
Orleans,, Comte d' Eu, and of his wife, the 
ex-crown princess of Brazil, which was 
observed by a generous gift of money to 
the neighboring towns of Eu and of Tre- 
port for the benefit of the wounded in the 
hospitals there. 

Not content with this, the Comte and 
Comtesse d' Du have converted an entire 
wing of the great chateau of Eu into a 
hospital for the wounded, which is main- 
tained entirely at their expense.

The chiteau d' Eu is a grand old place 
in Normandy. Surrounded by a splen- 
did and extensive park, it occupies the 
site of am ancient castle that in the elev- 
enth century belonged to the dukes of 
Normandy. 

It was there that William the Conqueror 
entertained Harold, his rival for the Eng- 
lish throne, and that his marriage to Ma- 
thilda of Flanders took place

1430. Louis XI. dwelt there and

On the foundations of this ancient for- 
tress and around the two towers that 
were still standing, the Duc de Guise. 
nicknamed Le Balafré, erected some 
seventy-five years later the present gran- 
ite structure. 

In the seventeenth century it became 
the home of Mile. de Montpensier, la 
grande mademoiselle, who was passion- 
ately fond of the place, greatly enlarged 
and beautified the park. Later it passed 
from the Duc de Penthiévre to his daugb- 
ter, the Duchesse d’Orleans, wife of 
Philippe Bgalite and mother of King 
Louis Philippe. 

Confiscated by the revolutionary gov- 
ernment in 1795, it was converted into a 
hospital and was afterwards used by the 
first Napoleon as an imperial residenée. 


—~o- 

On the restoration it was restored to 
the Orleans family in the person of Louis 
Philippe, who after becoming king of the 
French in 1880 entertained Queen Vic- 
toria and the prince consort there in 1848 
and 1845. 

After the fall of Napoleon III. and 
return to France of the exiled Orleans 
princes, it became the home of the Comte 
de Paris, and two of his younger children, 
Isabelle, now Duchesse de Guise, and 
Ferdinand, Duc de Montpensier, at, pres- 
ent on a shooting expedition in the 
woods of Maine, were gorn there. 

Exiled again in 1886, the Comte de Paris’ 
bitterness at his banishment was vastly 
increased by his sorrow at having to 
leave the dear old ch&teau d' Eu, whicb 
he was never to see again, since he ded 
in England at Stowe house, the historic 
country seat of the last duke of Buck- 
ingham. 

The chateau d' Eu now belongs to the 
Due d' Orleans, who has leased it to his 
cousin, Prince Gaston d’Orleans, Comte 
d' Eu. 


~~ 

Gaston is a son of the late Duc de 
Nemours and a grandson of King Louis 
Philippe of France. In 1864 he married 
Isabelle, crown princess of Brazil, only 
child of the late Dom Pedro, last em- 
peror of Brazil, who was dethroned in 
1889. 

Sixty-eight years of age, tall and im- 
posing, with large bright eyea and most 
unaffected in manner, the ex-crown prin- 
cess has inherited much of her father’s 
looks and character. Like him, shé lives 
a life of mingled stateliness and simplic- 
ity. 

She repeatedly acted as regent of Brazil 
during her father’s absences in Europe 
and the United States, and as such it fell 
to her lot to sign the decree abolishing 
for all time negro slavery in his domin- 
ions. 

She was, ahd remains, a fervent and 
devout Catholic, and as a warm friend 
of the church earned the enmity of the 
radical and anti-clerical element ip 
Brazil. But since her father’s deposition 
and her own exile, she has won the respect 
and regard of Brazilians of every ‘class 
by her refusal to take any steps for the 
reéstablishment of the y there. 

How amicable are her relations with the 
present | government is best 
shown by the fact that last year she 
journeyed from the chAteau d' Ru to Paris 
with her husband on the invitation of the 
Brazilian ambassador there to inspect 
the fine statue by Auguste Maillard of

CLEVELAND NEXT 


Gilmore Apres. of change 


Continue vith U. B. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 18.—-[Speclal.I—Ne- 
gotiations for baseball peace are at an end 
as far as the Federal league is concerned. 
The independents will continue their fight 
against organized baseball with greater 
vigor than ever Whether Cleveland, as 
a Federal league strumghoid, will take an 
active part in the war will be decided 
later. 

Information to thisleffect was given out 
by President Gilmore of the Federal 
league today. Gilmore, in company with 
George 8 Ward, owner of th Brooklyn 
Federal league club, and W E. Robertson, 
owner of the Buffalo Federal league club, 
were in the city to epnsider a,proposition 
for the placing of 4 Federal league club 
in Cleveland in 1018 The Cleveland site 


was approved. 

Must Wait his Meeting. 
Following several conferences with M 
F. Bramley, leading spirit among local 
men who are anxious to purchase a Fed- 
eral league franchise, Gilmore announced 
that a defin'te answer to Bramley’s plea 
will not be given until the Federal league 
meets on Nov. 28. 

The announcement that negotiations for 
peace and for the purchase of the Chicago 
Cubs-by Charles Weeghman had been de- 
clared off brought forth Gilmore’s war 


declaration.

HORNING INTO THE ARGUMENT. 
Rule 6, section 12—A down occurs when 
the referee blows his whistle or declares 
the ball dead. 7 
In the disputed play of last Saturday's 
game in Urbana, the referee did not blow 
his whistie, nor did he declare the ball 
dead. Therefore, it was not a down. 

There are people who got the impres- 
gion that Lieut. Hackett was undecided as 
to whether it was a down or not; that he 
first intended to call it one and then 
changed his mind. This impression was 
obtained from the fact that the ref. 
walked back to the spot from which the 
pass was thrown, stood there an Instant, 
and then retraced his steps to the point 
where the touchdown was made. We are 
assured that Mr Hackett performed this 
maneuver, not because there was a ques- 
tion in his mind as to whether the ball 
had been down or not but to ascertain 
whether the pass had been made from five 
yards behind the scrimmage line. Having 
satisfied himself that it had, he declared 
the touchdown legal. 

The impression also got round that 
Lieut. Hackett called Ump're Benbrook 
into consultation on the play, and that 
Umpire Benbrook sad it was legal, thus 
moving Lieut. Hackett to revise his first 
judgn#ent. We are assured that Lieut 
Hackett said nothing to the umps about 
the play until after the goal had been 
kicked and they were strolling down the 
field. Then he inquired: ‘ Didn't you 
think the touchdown was all right?’ and 
Mr Benbrook replied: ‘* Yes, sir.“

The story of Jonah is a story of a man 
who believed that Jehovah was the God 
of one nation, Israel, and had no interest 
in other nations, for it pictures Jonah 
as feeling mad and cast down when the 
people of the city of Nineveh repented of 
their sins. Jonah found fault with God 
because God was willing to have mercy 
on any other nation except the one to 
which Jonah beionged. 

„This is a lesson for the nations at war 
in Europe One nation is praying for 
God to bless its armies and three other 
nations are praying for God to bless their 
armies while they are fighting each other. 
God is not the God of a single nation but 
of all nations. Only as each nation prays 
that God may enable it to serve other na- 
tions will it learn the lesson of the beau- 
tiful and wonderful allegory of Jonah.”

CLUBS PROTEST — 
RULE OF PARKS 


Speakers Say Northwest 
Commission Is Squan- 
dering Money. 


FUND FOR LEGAL STEPS. 
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An indignation meeting was held last 
night by the Northwest Park District 


‘Federation of Improvement Clubs to pro- 


test against alleged extravagance and 
reckless expenditure of taxpayers’ money 
by the northwest park board. Charges of 
favoritism in the selection of contractors 
and architecta were made at the meeting. 

The northwest park district was created 
m 1911 to improve and maintain parks in 
the district bounded by Kedzie, Belmont, 
North, and Seventy-second avenues. it 
comprises ten square miles. 

According to a petition circulated by 
the improvement clubs, the park commis- 
sioners came into possession of $150,000 
from the sale of bonds early this year. 
So far $112,500 of this money has been 
spent in the purchase of three park sites. 
The balance of the money was used in 
litigation and in beautifying park sites 
Nos. 1 and 2, the petition states. 

The speakers also protested against the 
action of the commissioners in spending 
$12,000 for a building in site No. 1, which 
they sald would not cost over $8,000, and 
the building is not yet completed. 

The club also protested against the 
erection of a turner hall in Kosciusko park 
for which they say contracts have been 
let calling for a $52,000 building. Jarvis 
Stanton, president of the club, said the 
residences of Park Commissioners Nich- 
olas Brod and August Myers are directly 
opposite the site of the proposed build- 
ing. 

Mr, Stanton also said the same archi- 
tect and contractor who are to erect the 
Turner hall have contracts to build @ flat 
building for Commissioner Brod. 

“One man sold through a third party 
to the park board a house and lot he 
owned for §7,000, which was $1,000 more 
than the valuation set on it by the real 
estate board appraisers,” said Mr. Stan- 
ton. The commissioners are inexperi- 
enced men. Two of them were telephone 
adjustere and one an artist before they 
got on the board.

The famous “ split interest report cit- 
ing the bank stock holdings of aldermen 
and city officials went flying back to the 
eouncil committee on finance last night. 

Without an audible negative vote and 
with a loud roar in the affirmative all the 
body of the report prepared by a sub- 
committee headed by Ald. Charles E. 
Merriam was re-referred with a demand 
for “ justice for the men grouped under 
the heading seventeen aldermen men- 
tioned as part owners of banks during 
the last three years. : 


* Merriam: Sees Victory. 


| In spite of this overwhelming opposi- 


tion, Ald. Merriam contended he had won 
a victory. The concrete recommende- 
jtions of his subcommittee—including 
three definite measures—were approved 
by the council. He labeled the rest of the 
report literature’’ that had served its 
purpose in bringing about action for the 
better handling of city funds. 

His associates who protested they had 
been unfairly attacked by the newspa- 
per publication of the list of seventeen 
names without additional facts of impor- 
tance to them felt they had won the vic- 
tory. They all indorsed the remedial 
measures proposed after Chairman Rich- 
ert of the finance committee said they 
had the approval of that body.

EXPULSION IS PENALTY 


The school management committee of 
the board of education yesterday re- 
affirmed the rule of the board prohibiting 
high school pupils from holding member- 
ship in Greek letter fraternities and other 


secret societies, 

Action was taken on a recommendation 
of Supt. Ella Flagg Young providing for 
the expulsion from the schools of all 
pupils holding secret society membership 
who do not resign from their frats by 
Dec. 2. The board as a whole isexpected 
to sustain the committee. 

Many fraternity members and their 
parents had been led to believe from the 
proceedings of last Monday’s meeting that 
the frats had won. Trustee Rothmann 
made it clear this was an error. He point- 
ed out that the question of frats cr no 
frats was not up for discussion, It was 
a question of what punishment should be 
meted out to those pupils found guilty. 


Here Is Recommendation. 
The recommendation adopted by the 
committee reads: 

In the case of all these students who 
are or have been since being pupils in 
the Chicago public high schools members 
of a fraternity or sorority that each such 
student be given until Wednesday, Dec. 2, 
two weeks from today, to secure from the 
national or general secretary of the fra- 
ternity to which he belongs an accept- 
ance of his resignation and a statement 
that his name has been stricken from the 
roll, and that those students who do not 
secure such acceptances be expelled. If 
the board recognizes inactive members 
then it might as well acknowledge that 
the fraternities shall dominate the public 
| high schools.“ 
| Mrs. Vosbrink was the only trustee who 
spoke and voted against the report. She 
explained her stand on the ground that 
the frats are mere social clubs whose 
| meetings are held outside of school hours 
and that they are outside the jurisdiction 
| of the board of education. She added that

nah, Ga. refused to go into the scheme. It 
Was announced yesterday that a special 
committee of Savannah bankers had 
looked into the plan and that the clear- 
ing house association as a result voted 
the scheme unsatisfactory. 

Savannah will not be represented be- 
catrve th: clearing house association be- 
lieves the original plan suggested by 
Festus J. Wade of St. Louis has been so 
revised that it will not in its present form 
sive the desired relief to the cotton sit- 
uation, Savanriah’s share would have 
been $2,500,000, 

The opinion is held there that the plan 
would favor the mill men and bankers of 
the north and east too much. 

Northern bankers have doubted wheth- 
er southern bankers, who were to fur- 
nish $35,000,000 of the total to be raised, 
would be satisfied with the conditions 
under which they were to make loans. 
The northern banks have in effect a first 
lien on the cotton to be warehoused up to 
4 or 4% cents a pound. The southern 
banks have as security the remainder of 
the value of the cotton after securing 
the $100,000,000 raised in the north. 


First Objection Recorded. 

The action of the Savannah chkaring 
house association is the first recorded in 
a public way of any dissatisfaction on the 
part of southern banke with Mr. Me- 
Adoo's arrangements to help them out. 

Chicago bankers have not been advised 
of the extent to which the banks of the 
cotton states may object to advancing 
funds under the plan. Until yesterday 
they had heard of no official expression, 
but had assumed that in their individual! 
capacity southern institutions would 
want modifications. It is thought locally 
that rather than have the plan fail the 
federal reserve board at Washington 
may be able to make changes sufficient 
to head off a revolt by the banks in the 
south.
